France and G e r m a n y today 
(igainst naval engagements within 
the American “neutrality zone” , 
and advised them that consulta- 
Hons were being carried on look­ 
ing toward penalizing future vio- 
lationí?. 


Among the steps under consid- 
pration, the note said, was adop- 
(io nof a rule which would pre­ 
vent belligerent vessels from sup­ 
plying themselves and repairing 
damages in American ports “when 
the said vessels have committed 
warlike acts within the zone of 
Bocurity.** 


All 21 Sign 


The protest was 
.jent 
to the 
llîreo belligerents by the president 
of Panama, Dr. Don Augusto S. 
Doyd. 
It was signed by all the 
21 republics signatory to the dec­ 
laration of Panama which set 
forth the “inherent rights” of the 
American republics to establish 
the zone for their own protection. 


The protest was based on the 
naval battle getwoen the German 
pocket battleship Admira 1 Graf 
Spee and threo British cruisers 
off the Uruguayan coast, the “sui­ 
cide” of the German warship in 
tlie Hiver Plate, and the seizure 
or sinking of 'Serman merchant 
»hips by British w'arship in Amer­ 
ican waters.

The protest w'as delivered simul- 
(aneouHly to France, Great Brit­ 
ain and Germany. It resulted from 
the “sinking or detention of Ger­ 
man merchant vessels by British 
vessels In American waters” and 
from the Britlsh-German running 
ilght off Uruguay which brought 
about the scuttling of the Nazi 
pociict battleship Admiral Graf 
Spee. 


While the American 
nations 
voiced their stand, the army of 
n «other republic — Finland—har­ 
ried and counter-attacked the sol­ 
diers of Soviet Russia In bitter 
lighting on all 
Finnish 
fronts. 
Finnish officers reported tho cap­ 
ture of hundreds of men, the kill­ 
ing of thousands of others and a 
Kuc^üsful counter-attack on the 
im p v tan t Karalian isthmus.

Roosevelt Names 
U. S. Representative 
To Roman Vatican 


Washington, Dec. 23 (;P)— Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt announced tonight 
the appointment of a personal 
representative to the Vatican and 
called for “all the churches of the 
world which believe in a common 
God” to throw the “great weight 
of their influence” behind the 
cause of world peace. 


He said Myron C. Taylor, re­ 
tired steel magnate and head of 
t h e 
intergovernmental 
refugee 
committee, would go to Rome as 
his reprc6entative. 
Taylor, who 
has been identifled with the Quak­ 
er and Episcopalian faiths, will 
have the full social, although not 
official, rank of an ambassador. 


Tiooklng Toward Pcace 
At the same time Mr. Roosevelt 
invited Dr. George A. Buttrick, 
president of the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in 
America, as a Protestant leader, 
and Rabbi Cyrus Adler, president 
of the Jewish Theological Semin­ 
ary of America, to confer with 
him from time to time “ in order 
that our 
parallel endeavors for 
peace and the alleviation of suffer­ 
ing may be assisted.” 


Mr. Roosevelt made 
It plain 
that he does not have in mind at 
this time any new specific move 
for bringing peace to Europe. 


In taking these steps, he indi­ 
cated, he was looking primarily to 
the future and to what the world 
situation may be when Europe's 
bloody conflict ends. 


Together with 
his 
announce­ 
ment of Taylor’s appointment, the 
president made public virtually 
identical Christmas letters to Pope 
Pius XII, to Dr. Butterick and to 
Rabbi Adler declaring th at “when 
the time shall como for tho re­ 
establishment of world peace on a 
surer foundation, it is of tho ut­ 
most importance to humanity and 
to religion that common Ideals 
shall have united expression.”

Official q u a r t e r s emphasized 
that the president’s dispatch of a 
personal 
representative 
to 
the 
Vatican did not mean a resump­ 
tion of formal official relatione 
between the United States govern­ 
ment and the Holy See. There 
have been no such relations since 
1867. 


But, Mr. Roosevelt wrote Pope 
Plus, whom he addressed as “ a 
good friend and an old friend,” 
that “It would give me great sat­ 
isfaction to send to you my per­ 
sonal representative in order that 
our parallel endeavors for peace 
and the alleviation of suffering 
may be assisted."

President Roosevelt was reported 
authoritatively today to have par­ 
ed upward of $700,000.000 from 
war and navy 
department 
esti­ 
mates in an effort to hold nation­ 
al defense costs next year to lit­ 
tle more than $2,000,000,000. 


As one result, army proposals 
to increase the ‘in itial protective 
force” to «00,000 regulars and na­ 
tional ^uardsuion are expected to 
1)0 deferred. 


Included in next month’s pros­ 
pective recommendations to con- 
sre.ss, however, are funds to equip 
fully the army forces now being 
expanded toward tho total of 462,- 
000 which Mr. Uoosevelt ordered 
in proclaming a limited national 
emergency at the outbreak of the 
European war. 


Estimates submitted by the na­ 
vy are understood to have been 
cut i)y $300,000,000 and those of 
tiie army by $400,000,000. 


Some ofTicialB who had a hand 
in shaping the estimates 
expect 
the president to propose total ap­ 
propriations of approximately $1,- 
100,000,000 for the war depart­ 
ment and 
about 
$1,000,000,000 
for the navy. The $2,100,000,000 
total compares with approximate­ 
ly $1,800,000,000 
voted 
at the 
last session for all defense pur­ 
poses. 
However, 
last 
session’s 
funds already have been adjudged 
by Mr. Roosevelt to be insufficient 
for 
the 
current 
fiscal 
twelve 
months. He has submitted a $72,- 
100,000 
deficiency 
estimate 
to 
meet expenses due chiefly to neu­ 
trality patrol costs and the addi­ 
tions to the armed forces since the 
European war began. 


The latest indication of admin­ 
istration intent coincides with ev­ 
idence of some opposition in con­ 
gress to swelling army and navy 
outlays much further.

“The ancient saying that only 
ho can die peacefully who has sons 
and children must be translated 
Into fact during this war by the 
SS. 


“ Beyond the limits 
of 
bour­ 
geois laws and customs which or­ 
dinarily are probably necessary it 
can become an exalted task oven 
outside of wedlock 
for 
German 
women and girls of good blood to 
become— not frivolously but im- 
ued with deepest moral concern— 
mothers of children begotten by 
soldiers moving to tho front with­ 
out knowing whether they will re­ 
turn or die for tho fatherland.” 
He then recalled 
how 
during 
the World War many soldiers de­ 
cided agalust children so as not to 
burden the mothers in casu they 
failed to return. 


“ You SS men 
need 
have 
no 
such qualms or fears,” Himmler 
said, “ 'x X X special sponsors will 
bo appointed by me for all chil­ 
dren of good blood born in or out 
of wedlock whoso fathers fell in 
tho war.” 


The sponsors will look after the 
mothers and children during tho 
war and. If tho father fall, after 
the war. Fathers who return after 
the war but are in economic dis­ 
tress will be assisted generously 
financially by the SS, it was said.

The protest was based on the 
naval battle getween the German 
pocket battleship Admira I Graf 
Spee and three British cruisers 
off the Uruguayan coast, the “sui­ 
cide” of the German warship in 
the River Plate, and the seizure 
or sinking of German merchant 
ships by British warship in Amer­ 
ican waters.

Roosevelt Names 
U. S. Representative | 
To Roman Vatican 


Washington, Dec. 23 (ZP)— Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt announced tonight 
the appointment of a personal 
representative to the Vatican and 
called for “all the churches of the 
world which believe in a common 
God” to throw the “great weight 
of their influence” behind the 
cause of world peace. 
He said Myron C. Taylor, re­ 
tired steel magnate and head of 
t h e 
intergovernmental 
refugee 
committee, would go to Rome as 
his representative. 
Taylor, who 
has been identified with the Quak­ 
er and Episcopalian faiths, will 
have the full social, although not 
official, rank of an ambassador. 
Looking Toward Peace 
At the same time Mr. Roosevelt 
invited Dr. George A. Buttrick, 
president of the Federal Council 
of the 
Churches 
of 
Christ in 
America, as a Protestant leader, 
and Rabbi Cyrus Adler, president 
of the Jewish Theological Semin­ 
ary of America, to confer with 
him from time to time “in order 
that 
our 
parallel endeavors for 
peace and the alleviation of suffer­ 
ing may be assisted.” 
Mr. Roosevelt 
made it plain 
that he does not have in mind at 
this time any new specific move 
for bringing peace to Europe. 
In taking these steps, he indi­ 
cated, he was looking primarily to 
the future and to what the world 
situation may be when Europe’s 
bloody conflict ends. 
Together with 
his 
announce­ 
ment of Taylor’s appointment, the 
president made public virtually 
identical Christmas letters to Pope 
Pius XII, to Dr. Butterick and to 
Rabbi Adler declaring that “when 
the time shall come for the re­ 
establishment of world peace on a 
surer foundation, it is of the ut­ 
most importance to humanity and 
to religion that common ideals 
shall have united expression.” 
No Relations Since 1807 
“ I believe that while statesmen 
are considering a new order of 
things, the new order may well be 
at hand,” he wrote the three re­ 
ligious leaders. 
“I believe that It 
Is even "now toting W T . silently 
but inevitably, !a tho marts of 
masses 
whose 
voices 
are 
not 
heard, but whoso common faith 
will write the final history of our 
time. 
* * * 
“In the grief and terror of the 
hour these quiet voices, if they 
can be heard, may yet tell of the 
rebuilding of the world. 
“It is well that the world should 
should think of this at Christ­ 
mas.” 
Official q u a r t e r s emphasized 
that the president’s dispatch of a 
personal 
representative 
to 
the 
Vatican did not mean a resump­ 
tion of formal official relations 
between the United States govern­ 
ment and the Holy See. 
There 
have been no such relations since 
1867. 
But, Mr. Roosevelt wrote Pope 
Pius, whom he addressed as “ a 
good friend and an old friend,” 
that “ it would give me great sat­ 
isfaction to send to you my per­ 
sonal representative in order that 
our parallel endeavors for peace 
and the alleviation of suffering 
may be assisted.”

As one result, army proposals 
to Increase the “initial protective 
force” to 600,000 regulars and na­ 
tional guardsmen are expected to 
be deferred. 
Included in next month’s pros­ 
pective recommendations to con­ 
gress, however, are funds to equip 
fully the army forces now being 
expanded toward the total of 462,- 
000 which Mr. Roosevelt ordered 
In proclaming a limited national 
emergency at the outbreak of the 
European war. 
Estimates submitted by the na­ 
vy are understood to have been 
cut by $300,000,000 and those of 
the army by $400,000,000. 
.Some officials who had a hand 
in shaping the 
estimates

the president to propose total ap­

The latest indication of admin­ 
istration intent coincides with ev­ 
idence of some opposition in con­ 
gress to swelling army and navy 
outlays much further.

“ Every war means letting of the 
best blood. 
Many a victory of 
arms was at the same time a dev­ 
astating defeat for 
the 
nation’s 
vitality.” 
W ar’s worst aspect, he said, is 
not the death of soldiers but “the 
absence of children who were not 
begotten during the war by the 
living nor after the war 
by 
the 
dead. 
“The ancient saying that only 
he can die peacefully who has sons 
and children must be translated 
into fact during this war by the 
SS. 
“ Beyond the limits 
of 
bour­ 
geois laws and customs which or­ 
dinarily are probably necessary it 
can become an exalted task even 
outside of wedlock 
for 
German 
women and girls of good blood to 
become— not frivolously but im- 
ued with deepest moral concern— 
mothers of children begotten by 
soldiers moving to the front with­ 
out knowing whether they will re­ 
turn or die for the fatherland.” 
He then recalled 
how 
during 
the World War many soldiers de­ 
cided against children so as not to 
burden the mothers In case they 
failed to return. 
“ You SS men 
need 
have 
no 
such qualms or fears,” Himmler 
said, “‘x x x special sponsors will 
be appointed by me for all chil­ 
dren of good blood born in or out 
of wedlock whose fathers fell in 
the war.” 
The sponsors will look after the 
mothers and children during the 
war and, if the father fall, after 
the war. Fathers who return after 
the war but are in economic dis­ 
tress will be assisted generously 
financially by the SS, it was said.

nearby Tolvajarvi. 
These towns are in the frontier 
zone about 50 miles north of Lake 
Ladoga . 
The Finns said they also seized 
six cannon, eight tanks, eight an­ 
ti-tank guns, a number of machine 
guns and other equipment in the 
Aglajarvi operations. 
South of Lake Ladoga on the 
vital Karelian Isthmus, the Finns 
launched their first major counter 
offensive, reporting it resulted in

HANDOUTS END,

Pressure Groups Warned 
By Dickinson In 
Statement 


Lansing, Dec. 23 (JP)— Governor 
Dickinson offered a year-end ac­ 
counting to his constituents 
to­ 
day. serving notice that group in­ 
terests seeking more state funds 
for pet benevolences would be dis­ 
appointed. 
“ We stopped the hand-out pol­ 
icy.” he declared. 
Through his administration he 
has shown indifference to views 
expressed by w h at he character­ 
ized as “ pressure groups.” 
save 
when they coincided with his own. 
"The 
responsibilities 
of 
the 
state administration 
were 
unex­ 
pectedly thrust upon me tty 
the 
untimely 
passing 
of 
Governor 
Fra nk P. Fitzgerald.” ho said in 
preface to his statement 
“ I have been doing 
by 
hest 
those nine months to do my part 
toward the carrying out 
of 
the 
wishes of the people expressed in 
the Fitzgerald campaign. 
“ Certain desires on the 
part 
of a majority of our citizens seem 
to have been clearly defined. They 
wanted an end to reckless spend­ 
ing. a balance 
between 
income 
and outgo, x x x we have cut down 
expenditures, including 
payrolls. 
as far as we could. We have thus 
far avoided the imposition of a d ­ 
ditional 
taxes aud will continue 
to fight against extra 
taxes 
as 
long as it can he done 
without 
producing suffering. 
"A condition which I wi.'h all 
Hie people would recognize 
and 
understand is the one pertaining 
lo state activities in relation 
to 
state expenditures. We have 
e n ­ 
deavored to m ak e 
people 
know 
that we cannot expand state serv­ 
ices without hiring more people 
and spending more money. 
“ This attitu d e has been assail­ 
ed from groups dem anding 
more 
money for things in 
which 
they 
are especially interested, such as 
schools, welfare, crippled children, 
etc., while on th e other hand we 
are overwhelmed with pleas not 
lo burden taxpayers with fu rth e r 
assessments. 
“ We have desired and believe we 
have started 
an analysis 
am ong 
fair, thinking people 
on 
these 
lines. Daily we are impressed that 
the public conscience has become 


more economically 
minded 
and 
willing to help out on such lines, 
x x x we. have had some criticism 
from certain societies because we 
stopped the liand-out policy. Nev- 
trtheless. this will he o u r course 
as long as I am governor.” 
Referring to his labor policies. 
Dickinson called attention to his 
offer to provide mediation

ices for employers and employes. 
to attempt to settle labor disputes 
without recourse to the filing of 
notice of intention to strike.

INDIANS USED 
STEAM BATHS 


Douglas Boughton Wrote 
About Sweating 
Lodges 


Flnnltb bailit—w ith plenty of 
Bteamisg 
followed 
by 
a 
cold 
plunge—are an establlsbed Ineti 
tutton In many an upper peninsula 
coromunity, and there is one tneh 
place In Iron Mountain. 
But tbe 
InTlgoratlng effects of the **Flnn- 
iBh bath” were known to tbe peo­ 
ple of Upper Michigan long before 
the first Finns arrived. 


A passing note titled ''Indian 
medical facts'* among the geologi< 
cal obberrations in tbe field boolce 
of Dr. Douglass Houghton,'M ichi­ 
gan’s first and most famous geolo­ 
gist, tells tbe story. 
On August 
15, 1832, when camped near the 
Ontonagon rWer, Dr. Houghton 
wrote: 


'‘Their sweating lodges are a 
ctiriosity. 
A lodge Is constructed 
of bark M d oorered with blan­ 
kets. 
In this npoQ one side are 
placed stTeral large stones heated 
to redness. The patient teats him- 
self naked upon cedar boughs In 
the opposite side of tbe lodge and 
with a bunch of feathers or a 
branch of tom e eTergreen tree he 
sprinkles tbe stones with water in 
which has been placed a small 
quantity of decoction of the leaves 
of eeveral evergreens (pine, white 
cedar, spruce and balsam s). 
The 
lodge is filled with w ater vapor 
and the patient falls Into a pro­ 
fuse 
perspiration. 
Having 
re­ 
mained a suitable length of time 
(varying from a quarter of an 
hour to two hours) he leaves the 
lodge and either plunges Into cold 
water, or more frequently being 
wrapped up warm, remains quiet 
tor two or three hours.

These ships, with estimated car­ 
goes totaling 1,800,000 tons, have 
been called back "by all possible

the craft have been 
tied up in neutral ports all over 
the world since the war started. 
The French said they under­ 
stood Nazi crews had received or­ 
ders to scuttle their ships if inter­ 
cepted.

chantmen already bad left neutral 
havens and the rest were prepar­ 
ing to leave. 
The 
latest official French fig­ 
ures reported 27 German 
ships 
had been captured since the war 
and 23 had been scuttled by their 
crews with an estimated 157,000 
tons of merchandise.

addition, allied contraband 
controls and warships have Belied 
870,000 tons of German merchan­ 
dise, the French reported.

It is through the sale of the tiny 
seals each Christmas season that 
funds are secured to conduct the 
campaign against tuberculosis in 
Gladstone and the state in gen­ 
eral. 


While the tuberculosis seal is 
noL in a strict sense a philatelic 
item, it has u well deserved rating 
with both stamp collectors and 
users. 


It is our nearest approach to 
the charily stamps issued so com­ 
monly in European counlries, but 
in our case use of tho stamp is not 
obligatory by law. 


The present issue is the HSrd. 
tho inmpaign having started 
in 
1907. 


This year’s seal is an interpreta­ 
tion of an angel of 
mercy 
with 
outstretched arm.s and is the work 
of the well-known artist, Rock­ 
well Kent. 


The offset process was used by 
the four lithogniphers in produc­ 
ing (ho .'^oals. Each has placed his 
identification mark on Seal No. 
5 7. the 7th from the left in tho 
Sixth horizontal row.

Rev. Hoffman Is 
Speaker at Scliool 
Christmas Progam 


Rev. Theophil Hoffmann, pas­ 
tor of St. Paul’s Lutheran church, 
was the speaker at a senior high 
school Christmas program Friday 
afternoon. 
Christmas carols and 
selections by high school 
music 
groups augmented the program. 
Music aw'ards were made by Le- 
Roy Christian, music director. 


The text of Rev. 
Hoffmann’s 
interesting discourse folloNvs: 


Some time ago quite a stir was 
caused in our country, when the 
President proclaimed Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day one week earlier than in 
previous years. 
This announce­ 
ment by tho President was hailed 
by some with great enthusiasm, 
by others it was denounced in no 
uncertain terms, e. g. 
"Will tho 
President also change the dato for 
Christmas?” — Let 
us 
note: 
Thanksgiving is a national festi­ 
val. that is, one which 
is 
ob­ 
served only in this United States 
of America; Christ mas, however, 
is an international festival, ono 
that is 
observed all 
over 
the 
world, wherever the Christian re­ 
ligion has had some influence. 


With 
this 
proclamation 
the 
President did unconsciously 
un­ 
cover ono phase of our American 
life, which perhaps to .some had 
been hidden: 
how enveloped wo 
are in certain customs. 
Dare any­ 
one to meddle with a custom and 
an uproar will 
follow! 
Many 
such or similar customs have been 
so deeply embedded In «»ur lives, 
that to many they arc sacred— un­ 
touchable. 
There is e. g. 
the 
black cat theory, that ttf the lean­ 
ing ladder, the 
broken 
mirror, 
the ntnnber i:i. the horse-shoe, 
tho 
rabbit’» 
foot. 
etc. 
True 
enough, many sneer and ridicule 
these theories as ‘Mnake-helieves.” 
yet deep down in their heart they 
— treinblc! 


Something very similar we find 
in legard to many data connected 
with Christmas. 
In the cours« of 
time we have developed certain 
customs and now take for grant­ 
ed, that these arc really facts, his­ 
torical facts. 
Jubilantly wo sing 
at Christmas time: 
"We 
Three 
Kings of the Orient are etc.” Biit, 
hold on a minute: 
how 
many 
kings were there’/ 
Where do wo 
find the number Three recorded 
in history'? 
Tho Divine Record 
reads. "Now when .lesiis was born 
in Bethlehem of Judaea in 
the 
days of Herod the king, behold, 
there came wise nnHi 
from 
the 
east to Jerusalem.” 
How many? 
Just ‘‘wise men,” 
muybe 
three, 
maybe thirty.. 
No 
ono 
knows. 
And what about tho kings? The 
Divine Record calls them 
‘‘wise 
men," that is luagL seers.—-Furth­ 
ermore, we hear all sorts of the­ 
ories about that mysterious star. 
It is supposed to have been bright­ 
er, it often is pictured in the form 
of a large cross, etc. 
The Sacred 
Volume simply states: 
‘‘We have 
seen his star in the east.” 
We 
know nothing definite about this 
star, only that it appeared 
and 
that somehow these magi knew 
that there was something differ­ 
ent about it. We do know, that at 
one time it travelled 
from 
(he 
North to the South (between Jeru­ 
salem and Bethlehem). 
Possibly 
this star travelled very low. For 
the Sacred Record says, ‘‘And, lo, 
the star, which they saw in 
the 
east, went before them, 
till 
it 
came and stood over where 
the 
young child was.” 
If it was pos­ 
sible for the magi to know defin­ 
itely over which building this star 
stood, it very probably was quite 
low, 


What about the date of the Sa­ 
viour’s birth? 
Was Jesus born in 
the night from December 24th to 
25th? 
That he was born during 
a night is very evident from the 
only reliable extant record. 
We 
read that the 
shepherds 
were 
‘‘keeping watch over their flock 
by night.” 
The angel came and 
said that “ unto you is boi'U this 
day In tho city of David the Sa­ 
viour.” 
Since the 
Jews 
begin 
counting their days with sunset, 
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“Today’* hero means in this very 
twenty-four hour period of time 
begun at sunset.— But which day 
was it? 
19M years ago 
birth- 
records,, as w* aire accustomed to, 
were not in existence. 
Birthday 
celebrations were only 
common 
practice among heathens. 
The 
C hristians at that time did not ob­ 
serve birthdays. 
For hundreds 
of years the birthday of Jesus was 
not observed at all. 
Wo find that 
in the year 354 A. D. Christmas 
was for the first time celebrated 
on December 25th. That the exact 
date could hardly be established 
three and a half centuries 
after 
the birth of Jesus is very evident. 
Consequently wo today do 
not 
know definitely on what day Jesus 
W'as born. 


What about the year? Tho Sa­ 
cred Volume has this to say, ‘‘And 
it came to pass in 
those 
days, 
that there went out a decree from 
Caesar Augustus, 
that 
all 
the 
world should be taxed. 
And this 
taxing was first made when Cy- 
renius was governor 
of 
Syria. 
Augustus lived from 63 B. C. till 
14 A. D. 
It was during his reign 
that a law was passed, that in all 
the countries under Roman rule 
(and that took in practically the 
whole inhabited world 
of 
that 
time) a census should bo taken. 
The first such world-wide census 
in Roman lands, which affected 
Palestine, was taken when Cyrcn- 
ius governed Syria in tho year 7 
B. (\ 
'Phis places the year of the 
birth of the Saviour about seven 
years sooner than does our calen­ 
dar. 


Now we find that the Romans 
made use of prevailing customs 
and consequently 
ordered 
the 
Jows to register in the city which 
tJipy considered their family seat. 
Thus wo find Joseph, a descend- 
ont of King David, on his way to 
David’s town, that is, to Bethle­ 
hem. 
And Mary 
"his espoused 
wife.” likewise a de.scendent 
of 
David, accompanying him to this 
same village. 


WMnle Joseph and Mary were 
in Uethlohem tho time had 
a r­ 
rived that Mary’s 
divinely 
con­ 
ceived child should bn born, “ and 
sho br(»ught forth her first-born 
son. and wrapped him in swad­ 
dling clothes,” that is, 
in 
soft 
pieces of cloth, very likely bought 
by Josepli days in 
advance, 
the 
kind used for little babies any­ 
where among the common people. 
The baby Jesus was laid into 
a 
manger, because thero 
was 
no 
room for Mary and Joseph In tho 
stopping-place, inn. This inn was 
hardly a hotel. 
It is very unlikely 
that thi.») small village of Bethle­ 
hem Wiiuld have any hotel. Rath­ 
er Joseph and 
Mary, 
originally 
hailing from this village, had rel­ 
atives here. 
Very 
likely 
with 
some of them they stayed. 
How­ 
ever, the houses, built of 
stone, 
consisted of but ono room. 
Thus 
although this gave ample room for 
the day, not ko for 
tho 
night. 
These houses often had a lean-to, 
in which people kept most any and 
everything, even cattle. No doubt, 
the people with whom Joseph and 
Mary stayed had such a lean-to. 
And this they fitted out as best 
they could for Joseph and Mary. 
In such a "stable” the Saviour of 
tho world W 'as born. 
After his 
birth he was laid into a manger. 


In the country near Bethlehem 
thero wero shepherds that 
same 
night, watching their flocks. Shep­ 
herds did not leave their sheep by 
day or by night, but during the 
night would corral 
them 
and 
sleep huddled in warm blankets 
outside the corral, thus protecting 
their flocks from thieves and wild 
beasts. 
These 
shepherds 
were 
suddenly visited by the angel of 
the Lord in the dark of the night. 
God found these shepherds 
the 
kind of people to whom he could 
communicate such news. 
Quito 
naturally 
the 
shephei'ds 
were 
frightened, a holy angel standing 
in the company of sinful men in 
the dead of the night at that! Rut 
the angel has not come to frighten 
them: 
“Stop being afraid! 
For, 
lo, I am announcing as good news 
to you great jo y !” 
What was this 
good news? 
“There was born to 
you today the Saviour, 
who 
is 
Christ, the I.,ord!" The great joy 
is the antidote for the great fear. 
The great joy is what all believing 
Jows had looked for 
all 
these 
many years. 
Prophesied first in 
the Garden of Eden, 
and 
this 
prophesy repeated throughout the 
forty centuries of the Old 
Testa­ 
ment. Now these prophesies have 
been fulfilled, the Saviour la born. 


Though the earth lie in dark­ 
ness ana steep, heaven is moved 
at the birth of 
this 
wonderful 
child: 
"Suddenly there was with 
tho angel a multitude of the heav­ 
enly host praising God, and say­ 
ing, Glory to God in the highest, 
and on earth peace, good will to-

Tuberculosis association conduct­ 
ed in Gladstone by the 
Child’s 
Welfare club has been most grati­ 
fying. Mrs. J. D. Staple, chairman 
of the committee in charge, 
an­ 
nounces. 
it is through the sale of the tiny 
seals each Christmas season that 
funds are secured to conduct the 
campaign against tuberculosis in 
Gladstone aud the state in gen­ 
eral. 
While the tuberculosis seal is 
not. in a strict sense a philatelic 
item, it has a well deserved rating 
with both stam p collectors and 
users. 
It is our nearest approach to 
the charity stamps issued so com­ 
monly in European countries, but 
in our case use of the stamp is not 
obligatory by law. 
The present issue is the 33rd, 
the campaign having started 
in 
1907. 
This year’s seal is an interpreta­ 
tion of an angel of 
mercy 
with 
outstretched arm s and is the work 
of the well-known artist, Rock­ 
well Kent. 
'Phe offset, process was used by 
the four lithographers in produc­ 
ing the seals. Each has placed his 
identification mark on Seal No. 
5 7, the 7th from the left in the 
Sixth horizontal row.

Rev. Hoffman Is 
Speaker at School 
Christmas Progam 


Rev. Theophil Hoffmann, pas­ 
tor of St. Paul’s Lutheran church, 
was the speaker at a senior high 
school Christmas program Friday 
afternoon. 
Christmas carols and 
selections by high school 
music 
groups augmented the program. 
Music awards were made by Le- 
Roy Christian, music director. 
The text of Rev. 
H offm ann’s 
interesting discourse follows: 
Some time ago quite a stir was 
caused in our country, when the 
President proclaimed Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day one week earlier than in 
previous years. 
This announce­ 
ment by the President was hailed 
by some with great enthusiasm, 
by others it was denounced in no 
uncertain terms, o. g. 
“ Will the 
President also change the date for 
Christm as?” — Let 
us 
note: 
Thanksgiving is a national festi­ 
val. that is, one which 
is 
ob­ 
served only in this United States 
of America: Christmas, however, 
is an international festival, one 
that is 
observed all 
over 
the 
world, wherever the Christian re­ 
ligion has had some influence. 
W ith 
this 
proclamation 
the 
President did unconsciously 
un­ 
cover one phase of our American 
life, which perhaps to some had 
been hidden: 
how enveloped we 
are in certain customs. 
Dare any­ 
one to meddle with a custom and 
an uproar will 
follow! 
Many 
such or similar customs have been 
so deeply embedded in our lives, 
that to many they are sacred— un­ 
touchable. 
There is e. g. 
the 
black cat theory, that of the lean­ 
ing ladder, the 
broken 
mirror, 
the number 13, the horse-slioe, 
the 
rabbit’s 
foot, 
etc. 
True 
enough, many sneer and ridicule 
these theories as “ make-believes,” 
yet deep down in their heart they 
— t remble! 
Something very similar we find 
in regard to many data connected 
with Christmas. 
In the course of 
time we have developed certain 
customs and now take for grant­ 
ed. th a t these are really facts, his­ 
torical facts. 
Jubilantly we sing 
at Christmas time: 
“ We 
Three 
Kings of the Orient are etc.” But, 
hold on a minute: 
how 
many 
kings were there? 
W here do we 
find the number Three recorded 
in history? 
The Divine Record 
reads, “ Now when Jesus was born 
in Bethlehem of Judaea in 
the 
days of Herod the king, behold, 
there came wise men 
from 
the 
east to Jerusalem .” 
How many? 
Ju st “ wise men,” 
maybe 
three, 
maybe thirty,. 
No 
one 
knows. 
And w hat about the kings? 
The 
Divine Record calls them 
“ wise 
m en,” that is magi, seers.— F u rth ­ 
ermore, we hear all sorts of the­ 
ories about that mysterious star. 
It is supposed to have been bright­ 
er, it often is pictured in the form 
of a large cross, etc. 
The Sacred 
Volume simply states: 
“ We have 
seen hts star in the east.” 
We 
know nothing definite about this 
star, only that it appeared 
and 
that somehow these magi knew 
that there was something differ­ 
ent about it. 
We do know, that at 
one time it travelled 
from 
the 
North to the South (between Jeru ­ 
salem and Bethlehem). 
Possibly 
this star travelled very low. For 
the Sacred Record says, “ And, lo, 
the star, which they saw in 
the 
east, went before them, 
till 
it 
came and stood over where 
the 
young child was.” 
If it was pos­ 
sible for the magi to know defin­ 
itely over which building this star 
stood, it very probably was quite 
low. 
W hat about the date of the Sa­ 
viour’s birth? 
Was Jesus born in 
the night from December 24th to 
25th? 
That he was born during 
a night is very evident from the 
only reliable extant record. 
We 
read that the 
shepherds 
were 
“ keeping watch over their flock 
by night.” 
The angel came and 
said th a t “ unto you is born this 
day in the city of David the Sa­ 
viour.” 
Since the 
Jews 
begin 
counting their days with sunset, 
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“Today” here means in this very 
twenty-four hour period of time 
begun at sunset.— But which day 
was it? 
19ad years ago 
birth- 
records, as we are accustomed to, 
were not in existence. 
Birthday 
celebrations were only 
common 
practice among heathens. 
The 
christians at that time did not ob­ 
serve birthdays. 
For hundreds 
of years the birthday of Jesus was 
not observed at all. 
We find that 
in the year 354 A. D. Christmas 
was for the first time celebrated 
on December 25th. That the exact 
date could hardly be established 
three and a half centuries 
alter 
the birth of Jesus is very evident. 
Consequently we today do 
not 
know definitely on what day Jesus 
was born. 
W hat about the year? 
The Sa­ 
cred Volume has this to say, “ And 
it came to puss in 
those 
days, 
that there went out a decree from 
Caesar Augustus, 
that 
all 
the 
world should be taxed. 
And this 
taxing was first made when Cy- 
renius was governor 
of 
Syria.” 
A ugustus lived from 63 B. C. till 
14 A. D. 
It was during his reign 
that a law was passed, that in all 
the countries under Roman rule 
(and th a t took in practically the 
whole inhabited world 
of 
that 
time) a census should he taken. 
The first such world-wide census 
in Roman lands, which affected 
Palestine, was taken when Cyren- 
ius governed Syria in the year 7 
B. C. 
This places the year of the 
birth of the Saviour about seven 
years sooner than does our calen­ 
dar. 
Now we find that the Romans 
made use of prevailing customs 
and consequently 
ordered 
the 
Jews to register in the city which 
(hey considered their family seat 
Thus we find Joseph, a descend­ 
ent of King David, on his way to 
David’s town, that is, to Bethle 
hem. 
And Mary 
“ his 
espoused 
wife.” likewise a descendent 
of 
David, accompanying him to this 
same village. 
While Joseph and Mary were 
in Bethlehem the time had 
ar­ 
rived that Mary’s 
divinely 
con­ 
ceived child should he horn, “ and 
she brought forth her first-born 
son. and wrapped him in swad­ 
dling clothes,” that is, 
in 
soft 
pieces of cloth, very likely bought 
by Joseph days in 
advance, 
the 
kind used for little babies any­ 
where among the common people. 
The baby Jesus was laid into 
a 
manger, because there 
was 
no 
room for Mary and Joseph in the 
stopping-place, inn. 
This inn was 
hardly a hotel. 
It is very unlikely 
that this small village of Bethle­ 
hem would have any hotel. R ath­ 
er Joseph and 
Mary, 
originally 
hailing from this village, had rel­ 
atives here. 
Very 
likely 
with 
some of them they stayed. 
How­ 
ever, the houses, built of 
stone, 
consisted of but one room. 
Thus 
although this gave ample room for 
the day, not so for 
the 
night. 
These houses often had a lean-to, 
in which people kept most any and 
everything, even cattle. No doubt, 
the people with whom Joseph and 
Mary stayed had such a lean-to. 
And this they fitted out as best 
(hey could for Joseph and Mary. 
In such a “stable” the Saviour of 
the world was horn. 
After his 
birth he was laid into a manger. 
In the country near Bethlehem 
there were shepherds th at 
same 
night, watching their flocks. Shep­ 
herds did not leave their sheep by 
day or by night, hut during the 
night would corral 
them 
and 
sleep huddled in warm blankets 
outside the corral, thus protecting 
their flocks from thieves and wild 
beasts. 
These 
shepherds 
were 
suddenly visited by the angel of 
the Lord in the dark of the night. 
God found these shepherds 
the 
kind of people to whom he could 
communicate such news. 
Quite 
naturally 
the 
shepherds 
were 
frightened, a holy angel standing 
in the company of sinful men in 
the dead of the night at that! But 
the angel has not come to frighten 
them: 
“ Stop being afraid! 
For, 
lo, I am announcing as good news 
to you great joy!” 
W hat was this 
good news? 
“There was born to 
you today the Saviour, 
who 
is 
Christ, the Lord!” 
The great joy 
is the antidote for the great fear. 
The great joy is what all believing 
Jews had looked for 
all 
these 
many years. 
Prophesied first in 
the Calden of Eden, 
and 
this 
prophesy repeated throughout the 
forty centuries of the Old 
Testa­ 
ment. 
Now these prophesies have 
been fulfilled, the Saviour is born. 
Though the earth lie in dark­ 
ness ana sleep, heaven is moved 
at the birth of 
this 
wonderful 
child: 
“ Suddenly there was with 
the angel a multitude of the heav­ 
enly host praising God, aud say­ 
ing, Glory to God in the highest, 
and on earth peace, good will to-

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Tennessee Rolls In Today For Rose Bowl Game 


rVOLS ARRIVE 
IN PASADENA 


Southern Cal University 
Is Slim Favorite to 
Take Rose Bowl

Pasadena, Calif., Dec. 23. (ZP)— 
Tennessee’s 
powerful 
football 
team rolls on to the Rose Bowl 
battleground tomorrow, bringing 
west the proud banners of Dixie 
and a Rrid record unmatched 
by 
any team in the 1939 college cam­ 
paign. 
Flanked by scores of advisors, 
rooters and football writers, 
the 
Volunteer Special is due to reach 
Pasadena around I o’clock p. rn. 
, (Pacific Standard Time). 
Major Robert Neyland, coach of 
the Vole, sent word the squad will 
go through a light workout after 
arriving, with the 
heavy 
drills 
slated later. 
No Trojan Worries 
In nearby Los Angeles, the Uni­ 
versity of Southern 
California’s 
grid machine, still slim favorite to 
defeat 
Tennessee 
in 
the 
New 
Y ear’s day clash, practiced 
this 
morning and then began a two- 
day holiday. 
Of the two squads, the Trojans 
have the least to worry about con­ 
cerning injuries. 
Two backfield 
stars, quarterback Grenville Lans- 
dell and fullback Jack Banta, are 
taking things easy, but both will 
be on deck. 
Tennessee has its George Cafego 
knee injury to worry over. 
Con­ 
fidential sources from the south 
insist the Vols’ big gun will 
see 
little duty in the Rose Bowl. T hat 
remains to be proven. 
The same sources remind, how­ 
ever, 
that 
while 
“ Bad 
News 
George” is all h e ’s cracked up to 
be, a young man named Bob Foxx 
is someone to remember, as well 
as Cafego’s 
understudies, 
Buist 
W arren and “ Oh Johnny” Butler. 
Everything Must End 
The 
main 
reason the mighty 
Trojans remain a short favbrite is 
th a t their local supporters believe 
they played against tougher 
op­ 
position. True, Tennessee did have 
a few easy ones, but no team, easy 
or not, ever was in command of a 
game against Neyland's lads from 
the Knoxville campus. 
Tennessee always was in front. 
Its record for the year, 
and the 
year before shows no defeat and 
no score for the opposition 
was 
posted in the last 12 games. So it 
stands to reason the Vols 
have 
something th a t hasn’t been seen 
out here since the Rose Bowl be­ 
gan its famed post season series 
25 years ago. 
Of course, 
hope the Trojans, 
there is an end to everything, in­ 
cluding 
Tennessee’s 
undefeated 
record.

whether he will remain at Chica­ 
go, which has dropped out of in­ 
tercollegiate football, or go else­ 
where 
to 
pursue 
the 
football 
roaching profession he has fol­ 
lowed for many years. 
Shaughnessy 
today 
continued 
to remain silent 
on 
his 
future 
plans, 
a 
policy he has followed 
since the Chicago board of trus- 
l es announced 
Thursday 
night 
that Chicago no longer 
will 
be 
represented by a football team. 
Other Offers Received? 
But it was reliably reported he 
may remain at Chicago, where he 
Is ranked as a full professor in 
physical education, as a director 
of the school s program of sports 
other than football, or would have 
a position in the university’s in­ 
tramural sports setup. It also was 
rumored he had received an offer 
lo coach football at another insti­ 
tution. 
When 
the 
trustees 
first 
an­ 
nounced the abandonment of foot­ 
ball, it was believed that Chicago 
would not be permitted 
by 
the 
other schools to remain a member 
of the Big Ten. 
There has been 
evidence, 
however, 
that 
many 
members of the Big Ten faculty 
committee now’ feel that Chicago 
should not be ousted completely. 
Alumni Resentful 
There has been a precedent for 
dropping football and still con­ 
tinuing in the conference in other 
sports. Northwestern gave up foot­ 
ball in 1906 and 1907, but com­ 
peted in track 
meets, 
baseball 
and other fields. 
In 1908 N orth­ 
western returned to the Big Ten 
In football competition 
and 
has 
remained in the conference ever 
since. 
Many alumni and students have 
expressed resentment over drop­ 
ping of the sport, 
an 
action 
which climaxed several years of 
poor elevens. Members of the Chi­ 
cago alumni club are expected to 
meet soon, and possibly may lodge 
a formal protest with the univer­ 
sity’s governing board. 
The Big Ten faculty committee, 
which has the power to oust. Chi­ 
cago or permit its continuing in 
the conference, is expected to con­ 
vene soon after the holiday sea­ 
son.

But if he had, I’ll bet my 
new western 
drawl 
against 
a 
fourth edition of “ Sink or Swim” 
that I could name his hero. 
There would be only one choice 
— Seabiscuit. 
Alger would have loved the fat- 
ruinped Howard 
hurricane, 
for 
the story of Seabiscuit is a rags 
to riches tale in the raw. The Bis­ 
cuit had everything 
in 
common 
with the 
Alger 
characters. 
He 
came up the hard way, out of the 
ranks of the cast-offs, to humble 
he blue-bloods of his world. 
He was a hard luck horse and 
every possible obstacle has always 
been in his path. Had he been as 
richly endowed as Jimmie Durante 
or the neighborhood 
gossip, 
lie 
would now he the biggest money 
winner ever bred. But he w asn’t 
— so he isn’t. Twice he missed the 
$100,000 jackpot of the Santa An­ 
ita handicap by the margin of a 
snubbed Irish nose— so 
he 
still 
lacks 
$35,000 
of 
Sun 
Beau’s 
$376,744 mark. 
Not until last 
year, 
however, 
did one of those 
obstacles 
stop 
him. Trying a third time for the 
Santa Anita, he snapped an ankle 
ligament. Even the veterinarians 
thought he was finished then and 
they sent him into his stall for a 
vacation that w’as expected to be­ 
come permanent retirement. 
Ready to Roll 
But now the Howard stable Is 
ready to roll 
the 
barrel-bodied 
one out for a final golden gallop 
in the sixth 
Santa 
Anita 
next 
March 2. 
And 
had Alger been 
present in the racing secretary’s 
office when weights were assigned 
for th a t race he would have rub­ 
bed his 
hands 
in 
satisfaction. 
One of his boys had made good 
again. 
The secretary, 
Webb 
Everett, 
had a truly tough task with those 
weights. 
There was 
Challedon, 
1939 “horse of 
the year,” 
top 
money winner and conqueror of 
everything in the eaat. There was 
Kayak II, winner of the Santa An­ 
ita last year and the fast horse 
ever reported from South Ameri­ 
ca. There were Sun Lover, Speci­ 
fy, Wichee, Can’t Wait,

and many another good one. . 
Finally there was the Biscuit.

for 62 days a years ago. he said 
the state has collected nearly $2,- 
000,000 in revenue 
since 
tho r­ 
oughbred racing was legalized in 
Michigan in 1933. 
In a report on harness racing, 
Frost declared 
that 
27 
county 
fairs attracted 1.501 entries which 
competed for $80,000 in purses. 
He said th a t represented an in­ 
crease of approximately 
20 
per 
cent over last year.

He ran 
only once all this year 
and 
his 
condition is questionable. He may 
not even come through his first 
hard drive with his bones solid 
and his ligaments intact. B ut ev­ 
eryone knows as long as he has 
four legs— crippled 
or 
sound— 
he’ll be in there running. 
Down But Not Out 
That knowledge was enough for 
Everett, and here is how he as­ 
signed the weights: 
Seabfscuit 130; Kayak II 129; 
Challedon 128. 
No horse can carry more than 
130 in the Santa Anita, so Bis­ 
cuit got the 
works. 
Each 
extra 
pound of lead means a length in 
a race a mile and a quarter long. 
so top weight was the 
greatest 
tribute any racing secretary could 
pay any 
great 
handicap 
horse. 
Kayak II 
and 
Challedon 
drew 
equal weight for age, but the Bis­ 
cuit ranked them a 
full 
pound 
better. 
Now the horse must carry his 
load. He has handled 130 pounds 
before and come home breezing. 
But he is getting along in years 
as horses go 
and although 
his 
first workout was a good 
one 
there are a heap more workouts 
ahead before he ever reaches the 
silver gate for his final run. 
For an ordinary horse, it would 
be asking too much. But like all 
good Alger heroes. Seabiscuit may 
have been down three times— be 
has never been counted out.

Ceferino Garcia Smacks 
Nebraska Fighter to 
Canvas In Manila 


Manila, Dec. 23 (/P)— A drench­ 
ing rain and an equally steady 
shower of blows from Ceferino 
Garcia’s right hand drowned Glenn 
Lee’s hopes for a share of the 
middleweight title in 13 rounds 
tonight. 
Tile Nebraska fighter ended his 
8,000-mile quest of Garcia’s por­ 
tion of the crown sitting numbed 
and dazed on the west canvas as 
Jack Dempsey counted him out. 
It was the sixth time the Filipino 
had flattened his game but hope­ 
lessly 
outclassed 
challenger 
In 
their scheduled 15-round match. 
Garcia, recognized as world’s 
middleweight, champion in New 
York, California and M a n i l a , 
weighed 152 pounds; 
Lee, 
156. 
The National Boxing Association 
lists Garcia as leading challenger 
for the NBA title held by Al Hos- 
tak of Seattle.

W ithout w aitlhf to 
eoinplete 
their conqueit of Finland* 
th« 
RttssianB aro now beginning their 
press attaiclcB on 
Riiniania 
and 
warning her that if the does not 
sign the right kind of a treaty 
with the Kremlin her fate will be 
that of Finland. 
That confirms 
what students of 
the 
situation 
have been saying in Paris 
and 
London: 
''Rum ania next.** 
The 
very fact that Russian authorities 
denied that they were-thinking of 
turning their steamroller in the 
direction of the Balkans intensi­ 
fied the fears. 


Diplomats are not 
forgetting 
that we have never yet been al­ 
lowed to know all that was in the 
ngreement between Russia 
and 
Germany and th at we have only 
been learning some things about 
it as dramatic events 
occurred. 
One thing, by the way, that Rib- 
bentrop promised when 
it 
was 
signed has not materialized. 
He 
asserted that if war with the A1 
lies came in the face of the just 
completed treaty 
with 
Russia, 
then Russia and Germany would 
consult as to what should be done 
next. 
If that consultation actual­ 
ly took place, obviously nothing 
happened. 
But the fact remains 
that we still do not know all that 
was in that abominable 
treaty, 
and that in consequence all Eur­ 
ope lives in fear of what may next 
come out of this Pandora’s box. 


Would Involve Allies 


That an attack upon Rumania 
will 
have 
the 
gravest 
conse­ 
quences all must see. 
It would 
nt once involve France and Eng­ 
land since both have a treaty of 
alliance 
with 
Rumania, 
and 
would, probably make necessary 
the declaration of w ar by the Al- 
1 ies needs no elaboration. France 
Would be affected but little. 
It 
would not be able to send troops 
to Rumania unless Turkey came 
in. 
It would be 
England 
that 
would again bear the brunt. 


When I was in 
Berlin, 
there 
were some rumors that 
Russia 
might lend Germany a hundred of 
her submarines Just to be neigh­ 
borly. 
The English think very 
little of those Russian underwa­ 
ter boats and their crews, but even 
60 they will not welcome any such 
addition to their German enemy 
w’hen the big drive now scheduled 
for next May starts. 
Again, Rus­ 
sia. by driving for India via Af­ 
ghanistan. could strike some big 
blows a t the English even though 
Ku gland has been raising 
hun­ 
dreds of thousands of troops in 
Palestine (where Arabs and Jews 
have buried the hatchet and Joined 
hands under th« British 
flag), 
and elsewhere. 


But the main help the Russians 
could give would b« a t sea. They 
have large forces In Siberian wa­ 
ters that would make Ufa serious 


i 


for the small British naval forces 
in Chinese ports, to say nothing 
of whAt Is left of England’s mer­ 
chant fle^t put there. 
Germany 
would certainly not want any aid 
from Russia on the static 
west 
fro n t Indeed, Hitler will be very 
slow to let Russian troops enter 
German territory. 
But the Ger­ 
mans would undoubtedly welcome 
the substantial naval forces aside 
from submarines 
which 
Russia 
could place at their disposal. 
Division Plan Mystery 
W hether Gerinany and Russia 
could agree as to how 
Rumania 
should be divided up It It Is con­ 
quered Is another one of the big 
mysteries of the future. 
But the 
Germans would surely be delight­ 
ed if Bessarabia should go 
to 
Russia and they themselves took 
the oil wells while Hungary got 
her slice of Rumania, 
too. 
to 
make her a still more 
obedient 
tool of the Reich and give 
the 
Reich access to 
Rumania. 
It 
must not bo forgotten that Ger­ 
many invaded Rumania In the last 
war and profited considerably by 
those oil wells which 
were 
not 
wholly destroyed. 
W ith her ex­ 
treme need for gasoline it is ob­ 
vious that she will be only too 
happy If Russia takes the lead in 
conquering that country this time. 


Even if Russia took the whole 
of Rumania. Germany would per­ 
haps still be able to buy some of 
the oil from Russia— there are 
American e'kigineers in 
Rumania 
now planning to destroy the wells 
if Rumania Is invaded. 
Other­ 
wise 
H itler 
could 
hardly 
be 
pleased by Russia's getting more 
than Bessarabia. 
Of course Rus­ 
sia will do its utmost to keep Hit­ 
ler from getting a foothold on the 
Black Sea 
and 
pursuing 
Ger­ 
many’s Berlin-to-Bagdad aim. 


Meanwhile, the Russian warn­ 
ings to Turkey seem to indicate 
that Stalin is now adopting all the 
imperialistic aims of the 
Czars 
plus the modern technique of stir­ 
ring up strife within a country 
and accusing it of ill-treating its 
own subjects as an excuse for in­ 
vading it. If Turkey is thus forced 
In then we shall indeed have a 
world war in every sense and it 
Is hard to see In th at case how 
Hungary and Jugo-Slavia, 
and 
finally Italy, could stay out. It is 
a terrible picture of the rest of 
Europe going up in flames, but 
certainly nothing is 
impossible 
after what has happened and after 
the overnight transformation of 
the Russians from 
defenders of 
the League of Nations and colloc-. 
tlve security into ravening bears 
bent on wreaking their will 
to 
conquest on anyone in their way. 


How long that can go on with­ 
out a rift'betw een two such part­ 
ners as H itler and Stalin is any­ 
body’s guess. 
But I should be

By Russia Expected

VILLARD 
W ithout w aiting to 
complete 
their 
conquest of Finland, 
the 
Russians are now beginning th eir 
press attacks on Rum ania 
and 
warning her th a t if she does not 
sign the rig h t kind of a treaty 
with the K rem lin her fate will be 
that of Finland. 
T hat confirms 
what students of the 
situation 
have 
been saying in Paris 
and 
London: 
'‘R um ania next." 
The 
very fact th a t Russian authorities 
denied th a t they were thinking of 
turning th eir steam roller in the 
direction of the Balkans intensi­ 
fied the fears. 
Diplomats are not 
forgetting 
that we have never yet been al­ 
lowed to know all th at was in the 
agreem ent betw een Russia 
and 
Germany and th a t we have only 
been learning some things about 
it as dram atic events 
occurred. 
One thing, by the way, th at Rib- 
bentrop prom ised when 
it 
was 
signed has not m aterialized. 
He 
asserted th a t if w ar with the Al­ 
lies came in the face of the ju st 
completed treaty 
with 
Russia, 
then R ussia and Germany would 
consult as to w hat should be done 
next. 
If th a t consultation actual­ 
ly took place, obviously nothing 
happened. 
B ut the fact rem ains 
that we still do not know all th a t 
was in th a t abom inable 
treaty, 
and th a t in consequence all E u r­ 
ope lives in fear of w hat may next 
come out of this Pandora’s box. 
Would Involve Allies 
T hat an attack upon R um ania 
will 
have 
the 
gravest 
conse­ 
quences all m ust see. 
It would 
at once involve France and Eng­ 
land since both have a treaty of 
alliance 
w ith 
Rum ania, 
and 
would, probably m ake necessary 
the declaration of w ar by the Al­ 
lies needs no elaboration. France 
would be affected but little. 
It 
would not be able to send troops 
to R um ania unless Turkey came 
in. 
I t would be 
England 
th a t 
would again bear the brunt. 
When I w as in 
Berlin, 
there 
were some rum ors th at 
Russia 
m ight lend Germ any a hundred of 
her subm arines ju st to be neigh­ 
borly. 
T he English think very 
little of those Russian underw a­ 
ter boats and th eir crews, but even 
so they w ill not welcome any such 
addition to th e ir German enem y 
when the big drive now scheduled 
for next May starts. 
Again, R us­ 
sia, by driving for India via Af­ 
ghanistan, could strike some big 
blows a t th e E nglish even though 
England h as been raising 
h un­ 
dreds of thousands of troops in 
Palestine (w here Arabs and Jew s 
have burled the hatchet and joined 
hands under th e B ritish 
flag ), 
and elsew here. 
But the m ain help the Russians 
could give w ould be a t sea. They 
have large forces in Siberian w a­ 
ters th a t w ould m ake life serious 


for th e small B ritish naval forces 
in Chinese ports, to say nothing 
of w hat is left of E ngland’s m er­ 
ch an t fleet out there. 
Germany 
would certainly not w ant any aid 
from Russia on the static 
west 
fro n t 
Indeed, H itler will be very 
slow to let Russian troops enter 
G erm an territory. 
B ut the Ger­ 
m ans would undoubtedly welcome 
the substantial naval forces aside 
from subm arines 
which 
Russia 
could place at their disposal. 
Division Plan M ystery 
W hether Germany and Russia 
could agree as to how 
R um ania 
should be divided up if it is con­ 
quered is another one of the big 
m ysteries of the future. 
B ut the 
G erm ans would surely be delight­ 
ed if Bessarabia should go 
to 
R ussia and they them selves took 
the oil wells while H ungary got 
h er slice of Rum ania, 
too, 
to 
m ake her a still more 
obedient 
tool of the Reich and give 
the 
Reich access to 
R um ania. 
It 
m ust not be forgotten th a t Ger­ 
m any invaded R um ania in the last 
w ar and profited considerably by 
those oil wells which 
were 
not 
wholly destroyed. 
W ith her ex­ 
trem e need for gasoline it is ob­ 
vious th at she will be only too 
happy if Russia takes the lead in 
conquering that country this time. 
Even if Russia took the whole 
of Rum ania, Germany would per­ 
haps still be able to buy some of 
th e oil from R ussia— there are 
Am erican engineers in 
R um ania 
now planning to destroy the wells 
if Rum ania is invaded. 
O ther­ 
wise 
H itler 
could 
hardly 
be 
pleased by R ussia’s getting more 
th an Bessarabia. 
Of course Rus­ 
sia will do its utm ost to keep H it­ 
ler from getting a foothold on the 
Black Sea 
and 
pursuing 
Ger­ 
m any’s Berlin-to-Bagdad aim. 
Meanwhile, the Russian w arn­ 
ings to Turkey seem to indicate 
th a t Stalin is now adopting all the 
im perialistic aim s of the 
Czars 
plus the modern technique of stir­ 
ring up strife w ithin a country 
and accusing it of ill-treating its 
own subjects as an excuse for in­ 
vading it. lf Turkey is thus forced 
in then we shall indeed have a 
w orld war in every sense and it 
is hard to see in th a t case how 
H ungary and Jugo-Slavia, 
and 
finally Italy, could stay out. 
It is 
a terrible picture of the rest of 
E urope going up in flam es, but 
certainly nothing is 
impossible 
a fte r w hat has happened and after 
the overnight transform ation of 
the Russians from 
defenders 
of 
th e League of N ations and collec­ 
tive security into ravening bears 
bent on w reaking th eir will 
to 
conquest on anyone in th eir way. 
How long th at can go on w ith­ 
o u t a rift between two such part­ 
n ers as H itler and Stalin is any­ 
body’s guess. 
B ut I should be 
rem iss in presenting this picture

AMERICAN business has beeu boliaving 
^ remarkably well during the courso of 
the European war, and Uncle Sara is open­ 
ly pleased. It is true that (he governnieni, 
long before the war actually began, took 
a number of precautions to nip In 
tho 
bud any teodencies toward 
profiteering; 
and it is also a fact that there aro other 
devices ready just in case. But thesf! addi­ 
tional restrictions against, enterprise may 
never need to be imposed. 


On the whole, after three months 
of 
war, the attitude ot 
business 
has 
not 
changed much. For a little 
while 
after 
Britain declared war on Germany, 
there 
was a spurt in activity and a rise in prices. 
But the boom never took shape. It simply 
resolved itself into a process of slow, aane 
progress. 


No blood-sucking has been uncovered— 
no instances of exceasive profits or 
un­ 
seemly conduct In tho face of death and 
destniction. Production has generally in­ 
creased, but in a more or 
less 
normal 
manner. Some business men are increasing 
their inventories, not because they want to 
realize huge profits later, 
hut 
because 
they w^ant to feel protected against 
tho 
possibility of a bottle-neck market if for­ 
eign demands become too heavy. 


Like 
everyone 
else, 
business lived 
Ihrough the years of the First World War. 
It hasn't quite forgotten—not any 
moro 
than it has forgotten that desolate day in 
the fall of 1929 when the post-war chapter 
came io a sudden, explosive finish. Long 
before 1939 the government started figur­ 
ing out means of forestalling tho disas­ 
trous results of another war boom. 
But 
Imsiness was doing its own planning, mak­ 
ing its own vows that never again would 
it snap at the bait of quick and fabulous 
war profits. 


Twenty-five yeara ago, Industrialista in 
the United States had no precedents to fall 
back on. They had lo make their own ex­ 
perience. W'hen war orders began rolling 
in. business men grabbed at them. 
The 
orders began to Increase. New plants had 
to be built, more men hired, new machin­ 
ery purchased, new processes 
developed. 
Without flinching, business went ahead 
and expanded. Things looked satisfactory 
until suddenly the orders stopped, and in­ 
dustry found Itself trying to maintain in­ 
ordinately lar.ge production units agaiust 
u reduced demand. 


Today, there is no immediate prospeot 
of business expanding beyond the limita of 
its normal production. 
Even though or­ 
ders for materials might suddenly 
start 
pouring in, it would be a long time before 
most industrialists 
found 
themselves 
cramped. A great many of the facilities set 
up during the last war still exist; a great 
many still lie Idle. It would take some 
time to get Industry back to full capacity. 


Business men havo repeatedly asserted 
Üu*y don’t want w’ar again. 
They don't 
'want it for the sound reason that it's ex­ 
pensive. Neither they nor the American 
poople can afford to have another 
war. 
After all. hitting the jackpot doesn’t mean 
vrry much If you havo to put it all back 
inio the machine. 
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by Parisians of doubtful sex who ring the 
changes often 
enough to keep plenty ot 
new dollars rolling In. The economic side 
ot this procedure 
escapes 
tho 
average 
woman entirely. She wonders why, but aho 
follows along blindly, and 
one ot 
her 
troubles is the problem of keeping warm In 
the northern winter. 3he will endure foul 
air for weeks, but if the mercury goes be­ 
low 80 in her vicinity, she begins to ihiver. 


Sellers of men's wear say there is a 
decided trend toward lighter winter un­ 
derclothing this season. A 
succession 
ot 
warm days may havo had something to do 
with this, but tho thought is a happy one. 
The average man cannot work in comfort 
at a tejuperaturo ot much over 
70 
de­ 
grees winter or summer In this part of tho 
country, and ho is simply out of luck a|id 
headed for bodily disaster If ho tries it. 
Thorc must bo some happy medium in this 
climatic war of tho sexes, in the courso of 
which a good many folks are committing 
a form of suicide that Is gradual but none 
tho loss sure. Tho solution lies in dressing 
sensibly and referring to tho thermoinoter 
occasionally for evidence that someone in 
tho vicinity is determined to chock out ot 
this vale ot tears before her time.

No matter how well rewarded a worker 
may bo for overtime activity, his body Is 
not a simple mechanism. 


Most industrialists agree that the 
40- 
hour week guarantees the highest average 
of efficiency. Other factors, however, enter 
Into a man's ability to produce, safety and 
efficiency experts have learned 
through 
long study and experimentation. 
Proper 
light and sanitary factora are Important. 
But just as Important are uncontrollable 
factors—the worker’s diet, his sleep, hla 
home relationships. 


Industry is making every effort to re­ 
duce factory accidents. There is nothing It 
can do. however, about the man who ac­ 
cidentally puts his finger beneath a buz*- 
sow because ho has

committee havo left Madison with a fair­ 
ly complete picture of what needs lo 
be 
done for (hesi> areas, partlctilarly it> Wis­ 
consin, Michigan and 
Minnesota. 
Chair­ 
man Fuhnor, South Carolina congressman, 
expressed Iho opinion that (ho testimony 
will provide tho basis for 
“broatl, 
con­ 
structive legislation which 
\vt)n’t 
harm 
any group, Imt help all ot them." 


Solution of tho problems of the 
cut­ 
over areas, or even an approach to It, is 
at best a difficult task, but the optim­ 
ism of chairman I'uliner augurs well. He 
is hopeful of legislation that will help all 
groups involved and (hat moans help to 
the timber operators, to the land owners 
and to tho political subdivisions 
which 
have been affected by the eut-and-get-out 
policy of tintber operators and those sub­ 
divisions which still 
have 
considerable 
standing timber but are destined to soon 
feel the effects of having 
it 
ruthlessly 
slashed. 


Presumably, 
the 
Joint 
congressional 
committee has iti mind some form of sub­ 
sidizing operators so (hat they will 
not 
slash all the timber, but will log selective­ 
ly. To log selectively is obviously 
moro 
I'xpensive than general logging practices. 
Then, too, there is the matter of taxes on 
timber lands, the accumulation of which 
have induced many an owner to sacrifice 
the timber land at his earliest opportun­ 
ity to salvage as nuich of his investment 
as possible. 


The effect of logging operations on com ­ 
munities is still 
another 
angle 
which 
merits profound consideration. A typical 
o.\amj)le is the Ottawa 
national 
forest 
area in the Upper Peninsula. While tho 
boundaries of the forest 
touch 
in 
five 
counties, it lies mainly in Gogebic and On­ 
tonagon counties. Within the boundaries 
of the forest are ilose (o 500,000 acres of 
virgin 
(imber, 
representing the largest 
stand of hemlock and mapl« remaining in 
the middle west. The timber In (his area 
is being ruthlessly eut. Without timber, 
the communities in the 
national 
forest 
area will lose the tourist trade upon which 
so many depend to a large extent for their 
existence.

But of World War widows there are only 
40,36« who receive pensions, under 
the 
law limiting them to actual victims of war 
injuries. 


There are over 100,000 other widows 
whose World War husbands had no dis­ 
ability records. They claim they are being 
discriminated against, and with the back­ 
ing of the American Legion are making a 
powerful drive on Congress to do some­ 
thing about it. The facts that many of the 
widows aro 
destitute, 
with 
dependent 
children, and that 1940 
Is an election 
year, add force to the undercover pressure 
campaign.

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On Good Behavior 
A MEHIGAN business has beeu behaving 
remarkably well during the course of 
the European war, and Uncle Sam Is open­ 
ly pleased. It is true that the government, 
long before the war actually began, took 
a number of precautions to nip iii 
the 
bud any tendencies toward 
profiteering; 
and it is also a fact that there are other 
devices ready jus! in case. But these addi­ 
tional restrictions against enterprise may 
never need to be imposed. 
On the whole, after three months 
of 
war, the attitude of 
business 
has 
not 
changed much. For a little 
while 
after 
Britain declared w ar on Germ any, 
there 
was a spurt in activity and a rise in prices. 
But the boom never took shape. It simply 
resolved itself into a process of slow, sane 
progress. 
No blood-sucking has been uncovered— 
no instances of excessive profits or 
un­ 
seemly conduct in the face of death and 
destruction. Production has generally in­ 
creased, but in a more or 
less 
normal 
manner. Some business men are increasing 
their inventories, not because they want to 
realize huge profits later, 
but 
because 
they ivant to feel protected against 
the 
possibility of a bottle-neck market lf for­ 
eign demands become too heavy. 
Like 
everyone 
else, 
business lived 
through the years of the First World War. 
It hasn't quite forgotten— not any 
more 
than it has forgotten that desolate day in 
the fall of 1929 when the post-war chapter 
came to a sudden, explosive finish. Long 
before 1939 the government started figur­ 
ing out means of forestalling 
the 
disas­ 
trous results of another war boom. 
But 
business was doing its own planning, m ak­ 
ing its own vows that never again would 
it snap at the bait of quick and fabulous 
war profits. 
Twenty-five yearn ago, industrialists in 
i he United States had no precedents to fall 
back on. They had to m ake th eir own ex­ 
perience. When war orders began rolling 
in. business men grabbed at them. 
The 
orders began to increase. New plants had 
to be built, more men hired, new machin­ 
ery purchased, new processes 
developed. 
Without flinching, business 
went 
ahead 
and expanded. Things looked satisfactory 
until suddenly the orders stopped, and in­ 
dustry found itself trying to maintain In­ 
ordinately large production units against 
a reduced demand. 
Today, there is no im m ediate prospect 
of business expanding beyond the lim its of 
its norm al production. 
Even though o r­ 
ders for m aterials m ight suddenly 
sta rt 
pouring in, it would be a long tim e before 
most industrialists 
found 
them selves 
cramped. A great many of the facilities set 
up during the last w ar still exist; a great 
many still lie idle. It would take some 
time to get industry back to full capacity. 
Business men have repeatedly asserted 
I hey don't want war again. 
They don’t 
want it for the sound reason that if s ex­ 
pensive. Neither they nor 
the 
American 
people can afford to have 
another 
war. 
After all, hitting the jackpot doesn't mean 
very much if you have to put it all back 
into the machine.

is that the Red Army can have Bessarabia 
for the taking. 
The Romanian general staff would fight 
there only a delaying action, making real 
resistance on the Pruth River, backed by 
tho hills that the Bessarabian steppes lack. 
The Rom anians are today fortifying along 
this river, which was virtually the Russo- 
Romanian boundary before the W orld W ar 
when Bessarabia was a (forcibly annexed) 
Russian province. So, why any shooting a t 
all? 
— ROMANIA SQUATS BEFORE 
ENEMIES— 
First, Rom ania is in the Balkans, w here 
it takes only one shot to sta rt a barrage; 
second, Romania’s shape is round, like a 
spot. On that spot she squats, surrounded 
by the finest assortm ent of enem ies con­ 
fronting any nation in 
Europe— R ussia, 
Bulgaria, H ungary— each full of 
venge­ 
ance and vehemence. 
To give in to one without giving in to 
all is a trick even for agile King Carol. 
lf he must give up Bessarabia when w ar 
starts, his game is to prevent it starting. 
If w ar should start, he m ight lose not 
only Bessarabia, but his sh irt — and Ro­ 
m ania’s. 
So Carol m arshals his 
resources, 
in­ 
cluding a prayer and an arm y— the g reater 
of which is not, in m ilitary opinion, 
his 
army. 
His arm y wears prettier uniform s than 
any European arm y and lately was slow­ 
est to mobilize; its officers use m akeup 
and have had to be reorganized; its sold­ 
iers are the most num erous in the Bal­ 
kans (1,700.000 potential) and the w orst 
equipped, and some are of doubtful loyal­ 
ty. 
W hich help explain why Rom ania Is on 
a spot.

Domestic dogs ap­ 
pear to be Immune.

sam needles a r e fliittened, shiny 
green above, silvery banded un- 
ui*rneath. 


Spruce 
needles 
are 
4-sIded, 
blue-green v* to 
Inch long. Bal­ 
sam needles are usually 3-4 inch 
or lougt'r, 
Wales said that if your 
tree has cones it is most likely a 
spruce, as Its cones will often stay 
on the trees for a num ber of years 
after maturity, while the balsam 
cone breaks up immetlititely after 
ripening, often leaving a splne- 
llke axis that stands upright on 
the branch. 
Spruce cones always 
hang down. 
Wales said if your 
tree is a spruce you can always 
find a ‘’rough" portion of a twig 
where the needles have fiilleii off. 
It does not take much imagina­ 
tion to see in such a twig a minia­ 
ture nutmeg grater. 


Tho balsam fir, because of its 
pyramidal 
shape, 
characteristic 
odor, and the fact that the netulles 
remain on tho tree longer in 
a 
warm room than mt»st species, is 
pi’eferred by most persons. Ship­ 
pers like the balsam too. because 
It can bo tied into a tight bundle, 
the branches springing back into 
their original position 
when 
re- 
leaied. 
Practically all of 
the 
C'hristmaa trees used in the mid­ 
dle west are cut from the forests 
in 
.Minnesota, 
Wisconsin 
und 
Michigan, 
Although 
many 
are 
shipped in frtuu the West Coast 
and Canada, the majority of treea 
la cut by farmers and small opera­ 
tors on private land. 
State and 
National Forests furnish the 
re­ 
mainder. 
Accessibility is often 
tho deciding factor in the choice 
of balsum fir or spruce. 


Wales said that this year on the 
Huron National Forest in Michi­ 
gan about 20,000 trees have been 
cut on areas that are under forest 
management for the 
production 
ol Christmas trees.

trical trees, as everyone knows, 
are not prt>duced 
naturally 
In 
crowd»Hl stands— they 
must 
be 
given room (»» grow on all sides 
anti above. 
’'Christmas trees are 
a crop,” said Wales, ‘‘ami may be 
harvesietl at a piofii on wliai the 
foresters term a ’short rotation'— 
10 to 15 years— the time it takes 
for the balsum fir to reach the 
desired size for cutting, 
Christ­ 
mas tree stands contain trees of 
all ages. 
Tall seed trees that are 
cut for pulpwood, when their pe­ 
riod of usefuliiess is over, to tiny 
seedlings hidden in the grass and 
many intermediate sizes each help 
to produce a crop of Christmas 
trees every year from a foiest un­ 
der management.

The law' which permits tattoo­ 
ing of dogs under state super­ 
vision does not go into effect until 
.lunuary 1, 1940, 
says 
Walter 
Swords, of Detroit, president of

American 
Sportsmen 
and 
Hunting Dog Owners Association. 
The association asked tbe Com­ 
missioner of .Agriculture to set up 
tho machinery for identifying dogs 
before tho hunting season, but he 
was not able to do so before the 
law goes into effect. 
I'nder the 
law, tattooing Is voluntary as far 
as dog owners are concerned, but 
administered by the state. 


One group of dog owners in the 
Upper Peninsula, the 
Lake 
Su­ 
perior Beagle club at Laurlum, 
Ims a tot too machine 
and 
has 
made plans for the m arking of 
dogs. 
Club members* dogs will 
bear tho tattoo mark op tho right 
ear. 
They will consist 
of 
the 
letters LS and a number. 
The 
numbers will also be recorded in 
tho club's books and tho dogs’ 
records kept. 


The club machine is used to 
tattoo dogs of 
non-members 
aa 
well 
as 
members 
and 
private 
markings. Tho tattoo method pro­ 
vides a positive means of identlll- 
catlon in the caso of dogs which 
are lost or stolen and has proved 
a practical way of protecting valu­ 
able dogs.

Hunter Must Have Skill 
and Patience to Bring

When 
a 
hunter 
has 
bagged 
geese ho has something to boast 
about among the scatter gun de­ 
votees. 
Geese are much shrewder 
than ducks In evading the wiles 
of man and are wise In the ways 
of keeping away from danger as 
it exists in man-made blinds. 


Geese seem to be better organ­ 
ized than other birds of the wa­ 
ter fowl group as they definitely 
place a sentinel on guard to give 
them warning when there is like­ 
ly to bo danger 
around. 
They 
don’t decoy very 
easily 
either. 
When they come down to 
rest 
they generally choose a protected 
sandbar or an island out in 
a 
lake or stream where they 
can 
spot the approach 
of 
hunters 
while there is still time to get up 
and away. 


The goose hunter must be pa­ 
tient and must exerolae 
all 
the 
skill and lore that haa been hand­ 
ed down by past nimroda. 
Qeeae 
seem to be able to 
aee 
danger 
much more certainly than duckf. 


A goose doesn’t look ao speedy 
wiien in flight but that |a only 
because his wings^beat a slowei* 
tempo than ducks. 
The 
flocks 
often hit ninety miles 
an 
hour 
when hieing southward and that 
means that a shooter must 
lead 
them plenty if he Is to hit 
his 
marks. 
It is a trick to lead cor­ 
rectly and to be able to calculate 
the distance away that a flock of 
geese is flying by. 


Geese are much stronger than 
ducks and are better protected by 
their feathers than ducks and can­ 
not be brought down at such long 
range. 
They 
are 
now 
holding 
their own quite well and seem to 
be on the up-grade although they 
are nowhere near as numerous as 
the various species of ducks,

fields and woods. Each will note 
down all bird species he identifies 
and the number of individuals of 
each kind seen in the state hours 
of his patrol, along with memor- i 
anda on the state of the weather 
and the typo of terrain surveyed. 


All kinds of birds are counted» 
sjngsters as well as game birds, 
foreigners such as English spar­ 
row and Hungarian partridge as 
well as natives, birds of prey and 
the lesser birds they prey upon. 


There are certain definite rules, 
as ther are in the human census 
enumerator’s book. 
These are set 
forth in the current issue of Bird 
Lore, official publicaton of the Na­ 
tional Association of Audubon So­ 
cieties. At the end of 
his 
tour 
each bird census taker sends in a 
condensed report to the office of 
the association here. Results for 
the entire country will be publish­ 
ed in the February issue of Bird 
Lore. 


Naturally« a census of this kind 
Is only partlf accurate. Neverthe­ 
less, it affords a good sampling of 
tl.e bird population and gives an 
ideaa of the fluctuation in num- 
bera of any important species from 
year to year. Thus, 
in 
the 
last 
year it was shown that the bob- 
white population increased in 14 
states, decreased in 8 
and 
was 
stationary in 6. 


This year’s bird census is llio 
fortieth. The practice waa insti­ 
tuted back in 1900 by Dr. Frank 
M. Chapman, veteran ornithologist 
of the American Museum of Nat­ 
ural History. 
It has been mado 
faithfully every year since then, 
each year by an increasing num­ 
ber of observers.

Brought Medicines 


For Early Indians 


Lansing— Geological survey In 
Michigan’s early days embraced 
some practice for which the best 
trained ot m o d e r n geologlstH 
might find themselves unprepared 
— the vaccinating of Indians, for 
instance. 


A regularly repeated entry iii 
the notes of Dr. Douglass Hough­ 
ton, pioneer geologist who made 
known the value of 
Michigan’s 
copper country In the 1830’s, reads 
like this: “S. presented the In­ 
dians, and T vaccinated them all, 
33 In number.” 
The 
number 
ranged from less than a doien to 
a couple of hundred, 
and 
Dr. 
Houghton, 
precise scientist, 
al* 
ways recorded the number exactly, 
at every stop. 
The vaccination 
was against smallpox, then greatly 
dreaded by the Indians. 


Notes 
of 
Dr. Houghton and 
other pioneer geologists have re* 
cently become readily available as 
the result of labors of WPA work­ 
ers In typing from original ñeld 
notes which were 
recorded 
not 
simply in manuscript but some­ 
times in German script or German 
words In English script. 


Michigan’s early geologists (rav* 
eled by canoe on the streams and 
in small sailboats on the Great 
Lakes. They saw more than rocks, 
too. 
Their notes are replete with 
observations on mosquitoes, w'oods, 
frosty summer mornings followed 
by 88 degreps '|i the shade at 
noon, long and difficult portages, 
rare flowers, the variety of game, 
the abundance of flsh, the customs 
of the Indiana 
and 
frequently, 
also, the grandeur of the primittv« 
scene.

Tomlin, the old oagle-eye, drew a

only I 7! 
Shooting ai that speed as 
an 
amateur would have netted Tom­ 
lin a sweet income, for the year, 
except for the strange trapshoot­ 
ing rule that says amateurs 
may 
shoot for money, but that profes­ 
sionals. who represent the 
gun 
companies, may compete only for 
trophies. 
Tomlin’s major honors of the 
year, in addition to the high-av­ 
erage crown, included the world's 
professional championship. And in 
• massing an average of .9 930, he 
broke his previous all-time record, 
.9922. The world’s title came his 
way, though he had a single miss,

Grand American tournament here 
in August, with 99 out of IOO.

Drummond— Yearling deer now 
make up more than half the total 
kill on Drummond Island, where 
five years ago they supplied only 
a quarter of the hucks taken, con­ 
servation department records kept 
at the island s ferry reveal.

record shows also that this year's 
snow’less season brought the big­ 
gest kill for the period In which 
the investigation has been under­ 
way.

Returning Waters Please 
Michigan's Resort 
Operators 
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Lansing 
Tamaracks 30 to 40 
years old standing in water a fool 
deep along the shores of 
Wolf 
lake near Lewiston in Montmor­ 
ency county offer promise to wor­ 
ried resort owners of 
northern 
Michigan that levels of spring-fed 
lakes will rise again. 
Staff men of the geology divi­ 
sion of the Michigan department 
of conservation have 
visited 
a 
number of lakes whose levels have 
fallen over a period of years with 
consequent loss to properly own­ 
ers. 
In a report covering findings 
which will be submitted at 
the 
conclusion of the season s work 
ii is expected that resorters will 
be assured thai an increase 
in 
amount of rainfall will be reflect­ 
ed in a rise in lake levels. 
Levels of spriug-fed lakes de­ 
pend solely on natural conditions, 
the ground water levels which are 
determined by the amount of rain­ 
fall. 
Lacking outlets and inlets, 
levels of these lakes cannot 
be 
controlled artifieallv. 
Rainfall 
deficiency over a period of eight 
or IO y ea rs has been reflected in 
lower levels. 
Otsego luke in Otsego county 
has fallen three feet in the last 
eight years. Missaukee lake near 
Lake Oily is down three feet in 
two years. Clear lake 
near 
Big 
Rapids has fallen two feet in LO 
years and Pleasant lake near Cad­ 
illac has dropped four feet in the 
las! 15 years. 
That the rise and fall of levels 
of spring-fed lakes may span pe­ 
riods of many years is indicated 
by the Wolf lake tamaracks which 
took root in soil above water level.

Bal­ 
sam needles are usually 3-4 inch 
or longer. 
Wales said that if your 
tree has cones it is most likely a 
spruce, as its cones will often stay 
on the trees for a number of years 
after maturity, while the balsam 
cone breaks up immediately after 
ripening, often leaving a spine- 
like axis that stands upright on 
the branch. 
Spruce cones always 
hang down. 
Wales said if your 
tree is a spruce you can always 
find a “ rough" portion of a twig 
where the needles have fallen off. 
It does not take much imagina­ 
tion to see in such a twig a minia­ 
ture nutmeg grater. 
The balsam fir, because of its 
pyramidal 
shape, 
characteristic 
odor, and the fact that the needles 
remain on the tree longer in 
a 
warm room than most species, is 
preferred by most persons. Ship­ 
pers like the balsam too, because 
it can be tied into a tight bundle, 
Hie branches springing back into 
their original position 
when 
re­ 
leased. 
Practically all of 
the 
t'hristmas trees used in the mid­ 
dle west are cut from the forests 
in 
Minnesota. 
Wisconsin 
and 
Michigan. 
Although 
many 
are 
shipped in from tile West Coast 
and Canada, the majority of trees 
is out by farmers and small opera­ 
tors on private land.

Dog Tattooing Law 
Goes Into Effect 
In State On Jan. I

The law’ which permits tattoo­ 
ing of dogs under state super­ 
vision does not go into effect until 
January I, 1940, 
says 
Walter 
Swords, of Detroit, president of 
the 
American 
Sportsmen 
and 
Hunting Dog Owners Association. 
The association asked the Com­ 
missioner of Agriculture to set up 
the machinery for identifying dogs 
before tile hunting season, but he 
was not able to do so before the 
law goes into effect. 
Fnder the 
law. tattooing is voluntary as far 
as dog ow ners are concerned, but 
administered bv the stale. 
One group of dog owners in the 
Upper Peninsula, the 
Lake 
Su­ 
perior Beagle club at Laurium, 
has a tot too machine 
and 
has 
made plans for the marking of 
dogs. 
Club members* dogs w-ill 
bear the tattoo mark on the right 
ear. 
They will consist 
of

letters LS and a number. 
The 
numbers will also be recorded in 
the club’s books and the dogs’ 
records kept. 
Tile club machine is used to 
tattoo dogs of 
non-members 
as

markings. The tattoo method pro­ 
vides a positive means of identifi­ 
cation in the case of dogs which 
are lost or stolen and has proved 
a practical way of protecting valu­ 
able dogs.

BIRD CENSUS 
TO BE TAKEN 


Amateur Observers Take 
Count In Scientific 
Contribution

taking 
U 
among the human inhabitants of 
this country does not begin until 
April, but the bird census will be 
trxken at Christmas. All over the 
country on Christmas or on some 
day of Christmas week there will 
be hundreds 
of 
bird 
observers, 
mostly amateurs, 
tramping 
the 
fields and woods. Each will note 
down all bird species he identifies 
and the number of individuals of 
each kind seen in the state hours 
of his patrol, along with mentor- f) 
anda on the state of the weather 
and the type of terrain surveyed. 
All kinds of birds are counted, 
sjngsters as well as game birds, 
foreigners such as English spar­ 
row and Hungarian partridge as 
well as natives, birds of prey and 
the lesser birds they prey upon. 
There are certain definite rules, 
as titer are iii the human census 
enumerator’s book. 
These are set 
forth in the current issue of Bird 
Lore, official publicaton of the Na- 
~ 
tional Association of Audubon So- 
• 
cieties. At the end of 
his 
tour 
each bird census taker sends in a 
condensed report to the office of 
the association here. Results for 
the entire country will be publish­ 
ed in the February Issue of Bird 
Lore. 
Naturally, a census of this kind 
is only partly accurate. Neverthe­ 
less, it affords a good sampling of 
the bird population and gives an 
ideas of the fluctuation in num ­ 
bers of any important species from

year to year. Thus,

This year’s bird census is the 
fortieth.

Lansing— Geological survey in 
Michigan’s early days embraced 
some practices for which the best

Notes 
of 
Dr. Houghton and 
other pioneer geologists have re­ 
cently become readily available as 
the result of labors of WPA work­ 
ers In typing from original field 
notes which were 
recorded 
not 
simply in manuscript but some­ 
times in German script or German 
words in English script. 
Michigan's early geologists trav­ 
eled by canoe on the streams and 
in small sailboats ou the Great 
Lakes They saw more than rocks, 
too. 
Their notes are replete with 
observations on mosquitoes, woods, 
frosty summer mornings followed 
by 88 degrees 11 the shade at 
noon, long and difficult portages, 
rare flowers, the variety of game, 
the abundance of fish, the customs

Streamlined Turk’ 
Found In Bolivia 


Philadelphia-A turkey-llko bird 
with a three-inch horn growing 
out ot its forehead, which was dis­ 
covered in the Jungles of Bolivia, 
was announced by James Bond 
and Rodolphe Meyer do Schauen- 
seo, curators of birds of the Acad­ 
emy of Natural Scionc?» of Phil­ 
adelphia. They call it tho unicorn 
bird: 
Pauxi unicornis, 
to 
the 
scientist. 


The bird resembles 
tho 
now 
streamlined 
Thanksgiving 
bird 
which was recently developed by 
the department ot agriculture, in 
its size, which is about eight to 
ten pounds in weight. 
The horn 
which suggested Its name is gray* 
ish-blue, while tho feathers on the 
nape of the neck and back of the 
head are tightly curled and shiny. 


Tho new species was discovered 
by a collector for the academy.

Washington, Dec. 23 (fp)—Pres- 


ident Roosevelt announced tonight 
the appointment of a personal 
representative to the Vatican and 
called for "all the churches of the 
world which believe in a common 
God" 
to throw the "great weight 


of their influence" behind the 
cause of world peace. 


He said Myron C. Taylor, re- 


tired steel magnate and head of 
the intergovernmental refugee 
committee, would go to Rome as 
his representative. 
Taylor, who 


has been identified with the Quak- 
er and Episcopalian faiths, will 
have the full social, although not 
official, rank of an ambassador. 


Looking Toward Peace 


At the same time Mr. Roosevelt 


invited Dr. George A. Buttrick, 
president of the Federal Council 
of the 
Churches of Christ in 


America, as a Protestant leader, 
and Rabbi Cyrus Adler, president 
of the Jewish Theological Semin- 
ary of America, to confer with 
him from time to time "in order 
that onr parallel endeavors for 
peace and the alleviation of suffer- 
ing- may be assisted." 


Mr. Roosevelt made it plain 


that he does not have in mind at 
this time any new specific move 
for bringing peace to Europe. 


In taking these steps, he indi- 


cated, he was looking primarily to 
the future and to what the world 
situation may be when Europe's 
bloody conflict ends.

Roosevelt Tries to Hold 


Defense Costs Near 


Two Billions 


Washington, Dec. 23 
(/P)— 


President Roosevelt was reported 
authoritatively today to have par- 
ed upward of $700,000,000 from 
war and navy department esti- 
mates in an effort to hold nation- 
al defense costs next year to lit- 
tle more than 52,000,000,000. 


As one result, army proposals 


Lo increase the "initial protective 
force" to 600,000 regulars and na- 
tional guardsmen are expected to 
be deferred. 


Included in next, month's pros- 


pective recommendations to con- 
gress, however, are funds to equip 
fully the army forces now being 
expanded toward the total of 462,- 
000 which Mr. Roosevelt ordered 
in proclaming a limited national 
iinergency at the outbreak of the 
European war. 


Estimates submitted by the na- 


are understood to have been 


cut by $300,000,000 and those of 
the army by |400,000,000. 


Some officials who had a hand 


in shaping the estimates expect 
the president to propose total ap- 
propriations of approximately $1,- 
100,000,000 for the war depart- 
ment and about 
$1,000,000,000 


for the navy. The ?2,100,000,000 
total compares with approximate- 
ly $1,800,000.000 voted at the 
last session for all defense pur- 
poses. 
However, last session's 


funds already have been adjudged 
by Mr. Roosevelt to be insufficient 
for 
the current 
fiscal 
twelve 


months. He has submitted a $72,- 
100,000 deficiency estimate 
to 


meet expenses Cue chiefly to neu- 
trality patrol costs and the addi- 
tions to the armed forces since the 
European war began. 


The latest indication of admin- 


istration intent coincides with ev- 
idence of some opposition in con- 
gress to swelling army and navy 
outlays much further.

their conquest of Finland,

Russians are 'now beginning their 
press attacks on Rumania and 
warning her that if she does not 
sign the right kind of a treaty 
with the Kremlin her fate will be 


That confirms 
the situation 
that of Finland, 
•what students of 
have been saying in Paris and 
London: 
"Rumania next." The 


very fact that Russian authorities 
denied that they were thinking of 
turning their steamroller in the 
direction of the Balkans intensi- 
fied the fears. 


Diplomats are not 
forgetting 


that we have never yet been al- 
lowed to know all that was iu the 
agreement between Russia 
and 


Germany and that we have only 
been learning some things about 
it as dramatic events 
occurred. 


One thing, by the way, that Rib- 
bentrop promised when 
it was 


signed has not materialized. He 
asserted that if war with the Al- 
lies came in the face of the just 
completed treaty 
with 
Russia, 


then Russia and Germany would 
consult as to what should be done 
next. If that consultation actual- 
ly took place, obviously nothing 
happened. But the fact remains 
that we still do not know all that 
was in that abominable 
treaty, 


and that in consequence all Eur- 
ope lives in fear of what may next 
come out of this Pandora's box. 


Would Involve Allies 


That an attack upon Rumania 


will have the 
gravest conse- 


quences all must see. 
It would 


at once involve France and Eng- 
land since both have a treaty of 
alliance with 
Rumania, 
and 


would, probably - make necessary 
the declaration of war'by the •• Al- 
lies needs no • elaboration. France 
would be affected but little. 
It 


would'not be able to send troops 
to Rumania unless Turkey came 
in. It would be England that 
would again bear the brunt. 


When I was in Berlin, there 


were some rumors that 
Russia 


might lend Germany a hundred of 
her submarines just to be neigh- 
borly. 
The English think very 


little of those Russian underwa- 
ter boats and their crews, but even 
BO they will not "welcome any such 
addition to their German enemy 
When the big drive now scheduled 
for next May starts. Again, Rus- 
sia, by driving for India via Af- 
ghanistan, could strike some big 
blows at the English even though 
England has been raising 
hun- 


dreds of thousands of troops in 
Palestine (where Arabs and Jews 
have buried the hatchet and Joined 


'or the small British naval forces 


Chinese ports, to Bay nothing 


of what is left of England's mer- 
chant fleet put there. Germany 
would certainly not want any aid 
from 'Russia on the static west 
front. Indeed, Hitler will be very 
slow to let Russian troops enter 
German territory. 
But the Ger- 


mans would undoubtedly welcome 
the substantial naval forces aside

could place at their disposal.

Broadcasting station, which pre- 
Tiously h»d sent out the most con- 
flJetinf reports, ranging from a 
great narnl rletory to retreat un- 
der overwhelming odds, stated 
that "the ship from some distance 
hardly chows traces of damages, 
though closer inspection reveals 
•igns of hemry fighting ... the 
chip, however, was not hit below 
the water line, which is remark- 
able, since more than a 
dozen 


torpedoes were fired at her." The 
broadcast reported that the air- 
plane which she carried had been 
ruined, but that her guns were 
intact 
• • • 


The reports of th» German 


radio are one of the interesting 
sidelights on the whole affair. On 
Dee. 14 the German radio report- 
ed the Admiral Graf Spee victor- 
ions against three fold British 
superiority, boasted that "British 
world domination has been proved 
to rest on feet of clay" and 
In- 


terpreted the withdrawal to Mon- 
tevideo harbor as only a move to 
' replenish food stores. Therefore, 
according to the official German 
radio, the Graf Spe« was still In 
fighting trim when it entered Uru- 
guay's harbor.• 
• • 


In any event, and on German 


authority, she was certainly still 
in shape to have Inflicted serious 
damage upon the injured 
British 


cruisers and upon the lightly arm- 
ed Cumberland, though the whole 
combination, Including the superb 
Dunkerque, would doubtless have 
finished her. (It Is still not reli- 
ably confirmed that the Dunker- 
ftue was there.) 
• 
• * 


She therefore had two choices 


— she could choose either prestige 
or security. Prestige would 
have 


meant that she fight whatever 
the odds, as Nelson fought at Tra- 
falgar, inflicting 
what 
damage 


she could, until driven to the bot- 
tom. That is the American, Brit- 
ish and French naval 
tradition, 


which demands that no 
officer 


ehall surrender or destroy his ship 
AS long as it is capable of inflict- 
ing the slightest damage upon the 
enemy. 


Or, she could have chosen secu- 


rity, followed the dictates of com- 
mon sense, and accepted intern- 
ment for the duration of the war, 
on the theory that a lost battle is 
not a lost war and that a victor- 
ious Germany would redeem her. 


In terms of warfare, the 
self- 


destruction of the Admiral Graf 
Spee was an act of supreme de- 
featism. There is no analogy with 
the sinking of the whole fleet in 
S-capa Flow by the Germans them- 
selves after the last war. They 
had not then only lost an engage- 
ment. They had lost the war. and 
did not wish the victors to in- 
herit the spoils. It was an 
act 


of "Schadenfreude" — only 
the 


Germans have this word to ex- 
press joy in another's discomfit- 
ure — but it was not irrational. 
Tbe sinking of the Admiral Graf 
Spee was irrational. Why wa? it 
done?

It was irrational but characi er- 


istic of the Nazi mind. Hitler can- 
not tolerate the Idea of defeat. He 
•rants victory, however, 
without 


having to pay for it. The "blood- 
less conquest" is his ideal. 
His 


entire program rested 
originally 


on the thesis that he could 
ac- 


quire an empire, step by step, by 
lightning assaults upon states of 
inferior strength, after he 
had 


previously 
disintegrated 
them 


from within, while keeping the 
Htrong nations politically and mili- 
tarily demobilized. 


He eune a cropper 
over Po- 


land, and then had to retreat or 
teVe apoc himself 
the 
respon- 


sibility for a European war. But 
retreat ie also not in his nature, 
which is wildly avid of prestige.

Dear Editor: 


Because—

The whole of 
Russia is a perpetual night, but 
•when one crosses the border to 
Finland, he is coming into the 
beautiful sunlight. Of course, Dic- 
tator Stalin cannot tolerate that, 
but must bring Finland down to 
his own level. 


Because— 
The Finns are a highly cultur- 


ed people and stand preeminent 


in many civilized arts. The Rus- 
sians are no match of them either 
individually or collectively. This 
of course, is intolerable to Dicta- 
tor Stalin, who 
must 
brutally 


overwhelm them by his collection 
of millions of Asiatic savages. 


Because— 
If Finland were permitted to 


live in peace the 
Finns 
would 


build their country into a ver- 
itable paradise, with happy and 
pladhearted people in a few years 
time. 
Dictator Stalin feels that 


this must not happen as it would 
be impossible for him to control 
his own slaves, if 
there 
were 


happy and free people across his 
border. 


Because— 
Finland is a friend of America, 


cherishing the American ideals of 
liberty and personal freedom. Dic- 
tator Stalin detests America and 
everything America stands 
for 


and he feels that he can strike 


America through Finland. There- 
fore the Finnish nation must be 
destroyed. 


Because— 
The Finns have fought Russians 


for at least 4000 years, perhaps 
much longer, and the Russians 
have never been able to totally 
crush them. This is a humiliating 
blot on the history of Russian 
barbarians and the "Great" Dicta- 
tor Stalin must now reverse the 
course of history by destruction 
of every vestige of an independent 
Finnish nation.
